This  is  the  year 
we  will  all  remember  fondly  in  the  future.  Many  of  our  classmates 
have  left  us,  some  to  fight  for  us  and  our  country  in  order  to  pro- 
tect our  future.  As  we  start  to  take  our  places  in  a  new  and  exciting 
world,  we  look  back,  maybe  regretfully,  but  confident  that  we  have 
done  our  very  best.  Though  we  leave  L.  H.  S.,  many  happy  memories 
remain  in  our  hearts.
